3  DAY  MARCH  DRAWS 
RECORD  PARTICIPA  TION 


Jerusalem  Post  Reporter 

A  record  20,000  participants  are 
expected  to  turn  out  for  this  year’s 
Three-Day  March,  April  5  to  7. 

This  year’s  march  commander, 
Aluf-Mishne  Gershon  Peled,  told  the 
press  yesterday  that  between  800 
and  900  persons  from  abroad  are 
expected  to  join  Israeli  soldiers, 
civilians  and  Gadna  youth. 

The  adult  marchers  will  begin 
assembling  at  the  tent  city  at 
Bethel,  north  of  Ramallah,  which 
has  served  as  base  camp  since  1969, 
on  Sunday,  April  4.  The  first  day’s 
march  will  start  early  the  following 
day.  On  the  final  day,  the  marcher’s 
will  leave  the  base  camp  for  Jeru¬ 
salem,  where  a  concluding  parade 
will  be  held  in  the  afternoon.  A/M 
Peled  said  that  this  year  the  parade 
wiil  be  limited  to  one  and  a  quarter 
hours,  half  the  previous  length. 
Among  contingents  participating  for 
the  first  time  are  marching  groups 
from  the  Jewish  \gency  and  the 
State  Controller’s  office. 

Gadna  youth  will,  as  usual,  march 
only  two  days,  April  6  and  7.  Their 
base  camp  will  again  be  In  Emek 
Zion,  between  the  Hebrew  Univer¬ 
sity  and  Belt  Hakerem.  This  year, 
however,  their  tents  will  be  shifted 
to  the  wooded  area  where  they  are 
less  likely  to  disturb  neighbours  who 
in  previous  years  have  complained 
about  the  noise  from  the  camp. 

The  oldest  persons  to  register  so 
far  are  two  76-year-old  men.  There 
are  also  a  74-year-old  man  and  a 
74-year-old  woman.

The  total  length  of  the  march' 
for  adults  is  83  kilometres  but 
“mature”  participants  are  expected 
to  march  only  the  last  two  days 
for  a  total  of  53  kilometres. 

Conditions  at  the  Bethel  camp 
will  be  improved  this  year,  with  an 
unlimited  supply  of  piped-in  water 
replacing  the  tanker  trucks  which 
occasionally  ran  dry.  There  will 
also  be  more  Shekem  canteens  serv¬ 
ing  hot  meals.  Egged  will  again  be 
running  a  special  service  to  the 
camp  and  persons  who  wish  may 
sleep  In  Jerusalem  and  catch  an 
early  bus  to  the  camp  each  morning 
to  join  the  day’s  march. 

Leading  entertainers  will  perform 
at  the  camp  each  evening.  On  the 
night  of  April  6,  1,000  tourists  will 
be  bused  to  the  camp  by  the  Min¬ 
istry  of  Tourism  to  watch  the  show 
in  the  camp's  amphitheatre.
